Closed Circuit TV Here 


Unless circumstances change, Uplanders are 
going to be privileged to have closed-circuit or paid 
television programs within two years. This community 
has been selected as one of the “pilot” areas by the 
Tele-Movie Development Co. What is learned here 
in providing the unusual facilities will be regarded 
as “experience” by the promoters in planning an ex- 
tensive coverage in Southern California. 


Much local interest has been shown in the possi- 
bility of having a closed circuit program. Under this 
plan, subscribers will “pay” for the programs, where 
at present advertisers pay to bring the top entertain- 
ment and sporting events into local homes. 


If Uplanders quite widely “accept” the opportu- 
nity of paid television, and if other southland residents 
progressively buy the service, the time might come 
when commercially-sponsored programs would be a 
thing of the past. That will be one of the interesting 
observations to come after actual operation of the 
closed circuit programs. 


In any event, it is interesting to have the “experi- 
ment” occuring locally. It is one of the many develop- 
ments to come in the rapidly-changing times. 

We are glad to welcome closed-circut television.
